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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-5, 9-1 9 and 25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons for 
allowance is that the prior art including Chang, Ross, Szeda et al and Carper et al do not anticipate 
or make obvious the provisions of "each panel is mounted on a support structure to substantially 
maintain a form for the panel and visually inspecting each supported panel periodically to locate the 
visible change indicative of a panel deformation caused by the mechanical impact" in combination 
with the other limitations presented in claim 1 and "each panel is mounted on a support structure to 
substantially maintain a form for the panel and visually inspecting each supported panel periodically 
to locate a color change indicative of a panel deformation caused by the mechanical impact" in 
combination with the other limitations presented in claim 14.
